UNWILLING WARRIORS 

While it is sidmittea that vol- 
unteer soldiers are better than 
conscripts; Great. Britain is face 
to ‘face with a condition in 
which she has all the volunteers 

~ “he can” get; “and they “are not 
enough: If there were enongh 

* volunteers thére would be no 
thought of conscriptions. 

The testimony of experts on all 
‘fields of the superiority, of the 

--wolunteer is gratifying to Ameri- 
*eans at this time when we have 
for so long been having it dinned 
into our ears that the conscripts 
are superior and the volunters in- 
ferior in this war. 

‘England has been driven to 
‘-edénscription,’ as our north was 
“@riven to the draft, but she 
“hopes to win by the volunteer 
eventually and she pins her faith 
to.-his: individual quality as a 
‘ méan.of eourage and spirit and 

resourcefulness whose’ heart is in 
“the ‘cause for which he fights. 

The weakness of the volunteer 
lies, in his unpreparedness, not in 
“himself. “Given time to prepare 

him, his quality as a fighting unit 
* “4g béyond dispute. That he will 
fight desperately, if inefficiently, 
was shown by the first two years 
of ‘our civil ‘war. That he will 
become in time a veteran of the 
highest quality was proved by the 
last two years of that same war. 
Man for man the. soldiers “of 
Grant and Sherman, of Lee and 
Stonewall Jackson were superior 
_to any conscripts ever put into 
‘the field, were the equal to the 
“Tronsides of Cromwell’ or the 
" Swedes’ of. Gustavus Adolphus. 
limtecr system is the 
systeth historically and. present, 
of the British Isles’ and of the 
United States. It may not answer 
present conditions; it may have 
to be altered in many respects. 
' But it is not to be despised, and 
in a‘ long war will wear well. 


THE ‘COURAGE OF MAN 

There used to be a theory that 
troops were likely to break when 
their losses reached ten per cent, 
and that twenty-five per cent 
loss was about all one could ex- 
pect of seasoned veterans, grown 
fiardened to the gaff. of battle. 
History records instances enough 
of exceptions to the rule. Leoni- 
das and his Spartan host hold 
the mountain pas¥ until all were 
slain except, a single courier sent 
to tell Sparta how her sons could 
die, the heroes of the Alamo sent 
no courier, but fell to the last 
man as did that squadron of the 
Seventh cavalry which fought 
with Custer at the Little Big 
Horn. More than twenty-five, 
and even more than fifty were 
the losses of Britian’s light 
origade which charged the Rus- 
sian guns at Balaclava. But 
these, with some other historic in- 
stances, have stood out as the 
high spots in the history of hu- 
man heroism, and the military 
theory of human endurance seem- 
ed reasonable until this war came 
along, Old Irv Cobb used to say 
he though most men ‘were cow- 
ards. Now after his experiences 
in the European war zone, he 
says he knows all men ar brave, 
which is but little short of true. 
Certainly records of fifty per 
cent losses and even seventy-five 
have been so common as to up- 
set the old estimate of military 
endurance, When the British 
contingent retreated before super- 
ior’ Bulgar forces, it fell to a 
Scotch Irish regiment, the In- 
niskillin Fusiliers, to cover the 
retreat. The withdrawal was 
made in good order just because 
that regiment had the courage to 
stay and die, as they did almost 
to the last man. Which may not 
prove that men are growing brav- 
jer, for the implements of warfare 
have become more deadly. But it 
is a sufficient’ answer to those 
who thought, a little while ago, 
that men weren’t as brave or 
daring in war as in the bold days 
of old. Also, it is the answer, 
seemingly, to those who thought 
such deadly devices could be pro- 
duced as to end war by making 
it too terrible for men to face. 
War won’t end until men become 
to fair to each other to give 
provocation, and that seems some 
distance ahead.

We need not 
eonsider a conscript system now, 
but it is-imperative that at once 
we build and man a navy that 
-°tan meet any combination that is
